''Tile inspectors have obtained sam-

broken out eggs. After this inspection 
was completed attention was given to 
the frozen eggs in cold storage ware- 
houses. The reports rendered quarter- 
ly by these warehouses showed that 
on Sept. 1 there were on hand 112,163 
pounds of broken out eggs. On Jan. 1 
the amount had been increased to 13S,- 


. SSu pounds. The inspectors carefully 
examined one can of each lot in stor- 
age and took samples 
for 
analysis. 


After a few day.s all the lots not pre- 
viously examined and found good were 
held for examination and the owners 
so notified. As soon as a 
lot 
was 


found unobjectionable the owner -was 
notified that the lot had been released. 
The examination showed that 171 sam- 
ples were decomposed, most of them 
having been stored 
in 
warehouses. 


These samples represented 115 lots of 
from 2 to" 40 can's "each, the cans hold- 
ing about 30 pounds.

THE MEXICAN MENACE 


Official news from ilcxico is very 


scarce and meagre, but of 
unofficial 


rumors there is an abundance, ilosl 
of these are rather disquieting, being 
of such a nature as to sober those jin- 
goes who have been clamoring for in- 
tervention in .Mexico for two years or 
more.

Instead 
reports from Gen. l°'unstoii, Gen. Per 
shlng and Admiral Winslow refer t 
different phases of the Mexican situa- 
tion The army heads say that com- 
munications with their base have been 
maintained, that Carranza is striving 
to keep his part of the agreement, ant 
that

THE CHURCH PROPERTY 


Neither the city nor the leaders in 


the Kirk Street church

In the 
r-i-ar future a local branch will be es- 
tablished am] a large public meeting 
will be held at which noted members of 
the Massachusetts league w"l ex phi in 
ihe, object, of (he society and discuss its 
various phases.

the league is in the educational stage: 
in tills stale, and Its promoters invite 
the closest investigation. 


J. Molt Hallowell, chairman of the 


executive committee of the Massachu- 
setts branch, was present last evening 
:r:d made a. detailed address In which he 
sketched the history of the organiza- 
tion and explained its principles. Its 
ideal Js ihc establishment of a» inter- 
national court, hacked by force, which 
would compel ihe nations 
In submit 


their differences' to legal 
adjustment, 


and would array against an offending 
nation the military, naval and economic: 
oj position of the other signatory pow- 
ers. 


Mayor James E. O'Donnell called the 


meeting to order at 8.15, and in a few 
n ppropi late words introduced J. Mott 
Hallo well of Boston, chairman of the 
executive committee.

In the law between 
individuals as 


hserved in all civilized nations, there 
ias been evolution from the principle 
if force.

ions arfi growing tired of

lethod; they are ready for arbitration; 
ooner or later they, ton, win resort to 
he court. The proposals of the League 
o Enforce Peace are as follows: 
First: All justifiable questions anti- 


ng between tho signatory power?, not 
iettled by negotiation, shall, subject to 
he limitations of treaties, be submit- 
ed to a judicial tribunal for hearing 
and judgment, both upon themerlts and 
upon any issue as to its jurisdiction of 
.be question. 
Second: All other questions arising 


between the signatories and not set- 
led by negotiation, shall be submlt- 
.ed to a council of conciliation for 
icarlng, consideration and recommen- 
dation. 


Third: The signatory powers shall 


ointly use forthwith both their eco- 
nomic a"nd military forces against any 
one oi their number that sees to war, 
or commits acts of hostility, against 
another of the signatories before any 
question arising shall be submitted as 
provided in the foregoing.

Conferences 
between the 


signatory powers shall be heir!

The process of teething in a healthy 


the fact that he was overfed or im- 
properly fed, 
or 
perhaps that tho 


weather was very hot. 
It must bo remembered that exces- 


sive heat aggravates any ill the baby 
may have, and is quite sufficient in it- 
selJ to make the baby sick. It is nec- 
essary in summer, therefore, both on 
account of the heat and because of the 
disturbances connected with weaning 
and teething, to take great care o£ the 
baby in all resiiects, and especially to 
feed him \vilh great caution. Directions 
for feeding the baby are given in 
a 


pamphlet called "Infant Care" which 
will he sent free to anyone who asks 
for it. applying to the Chief 
of 
the 


Children's Bureau, U. !-'. N. Dept. of 
Labor. Washington, D. C. 


The haby may not gain 
in weight 


during the cutting of his various dou- 
ble teeth, but it is not a serious mat- 
ter to have the weight remain station- 
ary for a short time. 
Tho baby will 


quickly regain the lost ground when 
he is well again, and eating his full 
rations. 
The mother should never allow any- 


one to persuade her to give the, baby 
patent 
medicines, such as soothing 


syrups to relieve the pain of teething. 
If they do relievo it 
they' probably 


contain opium in some form, which is 
much worse for the baby than the suf- 
fering. It is a safe rule never to give 
medicine of any, sort to a baby, save 
that which is ordered by a doctor. 
Care of the First Teeth 


From the time 
when the double 


teeth make their appearance through- 
out life the teeth should have 
daily 


care. For the baby a very soft brush is 
necessary and the utmost care should 
be taken not to injure in any way the 
delicate tissues of the mouth when 
brushing the tiny teeth. After the baby 
has several teeth, tho mother should 
see to it that no particles of 
solid 


food are left between them after the 
baby has eaten. If the first set of teeth 
is well taken care of. the second set 
will be healthier, and in addition 
the 


child will have been taught a 
good 


habit that will last all his life. 


There is considerable 
variation 
in 


the time that the teeth first appear, 


but if the baby has no teeth by the 
time he is one year old, he 
should 


have medical attention to sco If any 
disease is causing this unusual delay 
in the development of the 
teeth, or 


whether it Is due to improper diet.

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Preliminary Session at City Hall 


Showing Aims of League to 
Enforce Peace 


A preliminary meeting for the pur- 


pose of arousing local interest in the 
"league to Unfore Peace" was held last 
evening at city hall 
with about 50 


prominent citizens in attendance. In the 
rear future a. local branch will be es- 
tablished and a large public meeting: 
will be held at which noted members of 
Ihc Massachusetts league will explain 
the object of the poclely and discuss its 
various phases. 
At the present time 


the league la 'in the educational stage 
in this state, and Its promoters invite 
the closest investigation. 


J. Mott Hallowell, chairman of the 
necutlve committee of the Massachu- 
setts branch, was present last evening* 
and made a. detailed address in which he 
sketched the history of the organiza- 
tion and explained its principles. Its 
Ideal If the establishment of an inter- 
national court, backed by force, which 
would compel the nations to submit 
their differences to legal 
adjustment, 


and would array against an offending 
nation the military, naval and economic 
01 position of tho other signatory pow- 
erc. 


Mayor James K. O'Dounell called the 


meeting to order at S.15. and in a. few 
appropriate words Introduced J. Molt 
~Hallow4ll of Boston, chairman of the 
executive committee. 


Mr. Hallowel! expressed his pleasure 
at the large number present at the pre- 
liminary meeting, and then gave a 
brief 
outline of the objects of 
the 
league. He raid, in part: "In speaking 
of the 'League to Enfore Peace,' I wish 
to, first of all, call your attention to 
the fact that the emphasis Is on 'En 
fore*.' 
It has absolutely nothing to 
do with the present war, for we realise 
that the only people to brine thi« war 
to an enfl are the combatants. Tts -ob- 
ject Is to create International machin- 
ery with the United States as the lead- 
Ing nation for the purpose of minlmiz 
Ing wars for the future. At the proper 
lime we shall work for action by con- 
gress. We are planning for the devel- 
opment of international law so tha' 
ether wars may be avoided. 


This is not the work of dreamers: 1t 


is eminently a. practical effort by men 
of affairs, as the names baclt of the

weaning period and during the second 
year, when mistakes in feeding are so 
often made which upset the baby's di- 
gestion, even if they do not make him 
seriously ill. On this account it is of- 
ten unjustly blamed for making the 
baby sick, when the real reason lies In 
the f?.ct that he was overfed or im- 
properly fed, or perhaps that the 
weather was very hot. 
It roust be remembered that exces- 
sive heat aggravates any ill the baby 
may have, and is quite sufficient in it- 
self to make the baby sick. It is nec- 
essary in summer, therefore, both on 
account of the heat and because of the 
disturbances connected with weaning 
and teething, to take great care of the 
baby in all respects, and especially to 
feed him with great caution. Directions 
for feeding the baby are given in a 
pamphlet called "Infant Care", which 
will he sent free to anyone who asks 
for.it, applying to the Chief 
of 
the 


Children's Bureau, U. K. N. Dept. of 
Labor, Washington, D. C. 
The baby may not gain 
in weight 


during the" cutting, of bis various dou- 
ble teeth, but it is' not a serious mat- 
ter to have the weight remain station- 
ary for a short time.

quickly regain the lost ground when 
he is well again, and eating his full 
rations. 
The mother should never allow any- 


one to persuade her to give the baby 
patent medicines, such as soothing 
syrups to relieve the pain of teething.

From the time when the double 
teeth make their appearance through- 
out life the teeth should have' daily 
care. For the baby a. very soft brush is 
necessary and the utmost car* should 
be taken not to injure in any way the 
delicate tisiues of the mouth when 
brushing the tiny teeth. After the baby 
has several teeth, the mother should 
see to it that no particles of solid 
food are left between thera after the 
baby has eaten. If the first set of teeth 
is well taken care of, the second set 
will be healthier, and in addition the 
child will have been taught a good 
habit that will last all his life.
